SHOCKING new figures have 
revealed people in the wealthiest 
parts of Swale live ten years longer 
than those in the most deprived. 

Teenage pregnancies, diabetes and obesity lev¬ 
els are higher compared to the rest of the country, 
according to an NHS report. 

Smoking is also rated “significantly worse” than 
the national average. 

Nearly a third of adults light up regularly, 
accounting for more than 230 deaths each year. 

The study also found 20 per cent of expectant 
mothers smoke while pregnant. 

It also notes the low percentage of GCSE 
achievement and healthy eating adults as the 
reason for the bleak assessment. 

The 2008 Health Profile for Swale says in its 
introduction that the district is “mixed” when 
compared to the England average. 

The report’s authors say: “Adults appear to lead 
less healthy lifestyles, and physical activity in 
children and GCSE achievement appear worse 
than average. 

“However violent crime, claimants of benefits 
for mental illness and children’s tooth decay 
appear better than average.” 

Cllr Mike Haywood, chairman of Swale’s 
community scrutiny panel which is to discuss 
the report’s findings, said: “This is the first 
time the council has taken such an interest in 
health, previously seen as just a domain of the 
NHS. 

“But it is as much of a responsibility of district 
authorities and the county council as it is of GPs 
and the health service” 

“It’s not just about going to the leisure centre,

Swindler was 
snared after 
data records 
cross-check

BENEFITS cheat Adam 
Jeffrey has been given a 
two-year conditional dis¬ 
charge after swindling more 
than £900 in handouts from 
council coffers. 

The 27-year-old, of Stanley Avenue, 
Queenborough, claimed housing and 
tax benefits after failing to notify 
Swale council of a change in his cir¬ 
cumstances. 

At Sittingbourne Magistrates’ 
Court on August 21 Jeffrey pleaded 
guilty to knowingly receiving over¬ 
payments of £924.90. He was 
ordered to pay costs of £100. 

He had been arrested earlier that 
day, having missed a previous hear¬ 
ing. 

The benefits cheat was caught 
through a data-matching exercise in 
Department for Work and Pensions 
records. 

Swale council’s investigation team 
leader Janice Watts said: “This con¬ 
viction sends out a clear message 
that we will take tough action on 
those people who knowingly try to 
claim money they are not entitled to. 

“We have already taken steps to 
recover this money” 

The conviction adds further weight 
to Yourswale’s Your Money - Your 
Loss crackdown on benefits cheats. 

We have teamed up with Swale 
council to expose and prosecute the 


con-artists who plague society by 
taking money they do not deserve. 

As part of the drive we are calling 
on our readers to help root out the 
cheats who drained more than 
£295,000 of taxpayers’ money from 
council coffers last year alone. 

This six-figure sum was swindled 
by 46 fraudsters, who submitted 
bogus claims during the 2007/08 
financial year. 

A dozen were prosecuted, receiving 
community punishment orders. 

Eighteen offenders accepted 
administrative penalties - a fine 
amounting to 30 per cent of the over¬ 
paid benefits they received - and the 
remaining 16 were handed cautions. 

Swale council’s senior investigator 
for counterfeiting and corruption, 
Nick Saunders, said the Your Money 
- Your Loss campaign, launched in 
March, was reaping rewards. 

He said: “The campaign is certain¬ 
ly having a positive effect and I 
would like to thank your readers and 
Yourswale for helping us in the fight 
against benefit fraud. 

“Members of the fraud team have 
commented that a number of callers 
have said that the Yourswale stories 
had been the reason for their making 
contact with us. 

“We assess all the reports we 
receive and make initial inquiries 
with other organisations before 
launching full scale investigations.”

but about making information widely 
available and encouraging exercise 
more generally, such as walking” 

The Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust and Kent County 
Council have been invited to attend 
the meeting to discuss the findings. 

Cllr Haywood said: “The purpose of 
the meeting is for the panel to get a 
better idea of the inequalities that 
exist. For example if you live in 
Woodstock in Sittingbourne, at the 
moment your life expectancy is ten 
years longer than it is if you live in 
Sheemess.” 

He said the council hoped to bring 
together the various agencies for 
health and social services during the 
course of its review over the next nine 
months. 

The scrutiny panel will also 
discuss a separate report submitted 
by Swale Forward, the council’s regen¬ 
eration group, to address the skills 
shortage and the need to encourage 
higher-value jobs to the borough. 

The committee meets tomorrow at 
Swale House at 7pm.

Stilt-walkers and street entertain¬ 
ers added to the carnival atmos¬ 
phere, with beer tents set up in 
Market Place to cater to the influx of 
visitors. 

Almost the entire town centre was 
taken over for the weekend’s celebra-

tion, as craft stalls lined Preston 
Street, West Street, East Street, 
Market Place and Court Street, sell¬ 
ing everything from books and toys 
to handmade cards, pottery, ethnic 
clothing and jewellery. 

Bands, both alternative and tradi¬ 
tional, played on three stages in 
Market Place, upper Preston Street 
and outside the Swan and Harlequin 
pub in Quay Lane. 

The modem festival has been run¬ 
ning for 18 years, starting as a much 
smaller event attracting fewer than 
3,000 visitors.

Toxic shock doc 
decision angers 
grieving family 


M2 biker dies 
after accident 



CRASH SITE: Airlift awaits Suzuki rider 

A MOTORCYCLIST died after 
crashing into the central reserva¬ 
tion of the M2 on Saturday. 

The accident happened on the 
coast-bound section of the carriage¬ 
way between Faversham and 
Sittingbourne at about 3.30pm. 

The road was closed for more 
than three hours. 

The unnamed victim, from 
Brentwood, Essex, was riding a 
black Suzuki Bandit machine. 

He was flown to a London hospi¬ 
tal but later died. 

An eyewitness said: “He was air¬ 
lifted to hospital but going over the 
barrier like that he didn’t have a 
chance.” 

Motorists spent two hours queu¬ 
ing on the carriageway before 
being diverted onto the opposite 
side and back up on to the A2. 

Two ambulances and the Kent 
Air Ambulance attended the scene.

THE Faversham family of Sean 
Phillips, who died after two doctors 
failed to diagnose a toxic infection 
after routine surgery, have branded 
the General Medical Council’s deci¬ 
sion to lift restrictions on the two 
surgeons “disgraceful.” 

Mr Phillips, 31, died after going 
into Southampton General for knee 
surgery in June 2000. 

He developed a rare infection 
called toxic shock syndrome which 
was not diagnosed by the two doc¬ 
tors treating him, Dr Rajeev 
Srivastava and Dr Amit Misra. 

Both were found guilty of 
manslaughter at Winchester Crown 
Court and received 18-month jail 
sentences, suspended for two years, 
as well as a ban on practising medi¬ 
cine. 

Both were later cleared to practise 
again, but under supervision. 

But now the General Medical 
Council has decided to lift the ban on 


Dr Srivastava, arguing his fitness to 
practise was no longer impaired. 

Dr Misra is still subject to supervi¬ 
sion. The council said there was no 
evidence Dr Srivastava posed any 
risk to patients. 

In a statement, they said: “The 
panel considers that public confi¬ 
dence in the medical profession has 
been protected by your period of sus¬ 
pension, subsequent period of condi¬ 
tional registration and your success¬ 
ful retraining in a new speciality.” 

Dr Srivastava has worked as a 
specialist registrar in the 
Department of Biochemical 
Medicine at Ninewells Hospital and 
Medical School in Dundee since July 
2006. 

He said in his evidence to the fit¬ 
ness to practise panel that he had no 
intention of returning to orthopaedic 
surgery and that after an eight-year 
gap in training he would be “unem¬ 
ployable” in that field. 


Driver beaten by robbers 


A VICIOUS robbery in 
Faversham saw a man beaten 
and sprayed in the face with an 
unknown liquid. 

The attack happened on 
Wednesday, August 27 at about 
5.30am in Front Brents. 

The victim was sitting in his 
white Ford Transit when he was 
approached by three men wear¬ 
ing woollen hats and dark cloth¬ 
ing. 

They dragged him out, 
punched him in the face and 
sprayed a liquid in his face before 
jumping in the van and speeding 
off. It was later found in 
Aylesham, near Canterbury. 


The victim suffered bruising 
but did not need treatment. 

Sergeant Stuart Samson said: 
“These three need to be caught. 
They carried out this vicious rob¬ 
bery with no thought for the vic¬ 
tim. We urged anyone with infor¬ 
mation to come forward. 

“I would like to hear from peo¬ 
ple who were in the area at the 
time or who may have seen the 
van being driven through 
Faversham and along the A2 
towards Brenley Comer.”

Programme catches 100 days and nights of reality 


An ordinary family to 
finally hit our screens

A MAJOR new eight-part docu¬ 
mentary to be screened on 
Channel 4 later this month will 
star the Hughes family from 
Canterbury. 

The family - dad Simon, mum Jane, daugh¬ 
ters Jessica, Emily and Charlotte and son Tom 
- have agreed to be filmed around the clock, 
offering a unique insight into the inner work¬ 
ings of British domesticity. 

Filmed over 100 days and nights, The 
Family was directed by BAFTA-winning 
Jonathan Smith, and couples traditional docu¬ 
mentary filmmaking techniques with pur¬ 
pose-built camera technology. 

Twenty one cameras were fitted in the 
Hughes’ semi-detached house while the prop¬ 
erty next door became a production gallery. 

Dad Simon, 44, describes his role within the 
family as “cook, taxi, painter and decorator, 
encourager, the default person to ask any¬ 
thing, provider, giver of cuddles and the one 
who has to pretend to be in charge.” 

His wife of 22 years, Jane, 40, works for a 
charity. Jane defines her responsibilities as 
“peacekeeper, general dogsbody and keeper of 
all knowledge of where people have to be and 
where their belongings are.” 

A frequent visitor to the house is eldest 
daughter and stay-at-home mum Jessica, 22, 
who lives nearby with her fiance Pat Lee and 
their 10-month-old daughter Ruby. She 
describes the dynamics of her family as “lov¬ 
ing, close, loud and food obsessed”. The series 



will conclude with Jessica and Pat’s wedding. 

Mr Smith said: ‘What is remarkable about 
the Hughes family is that they are pretty 
unremarkable. They’re an antidote to the larg¬ 
er-than-life characters we see on television 
today. Their selling point is their normality.” 

They are charismatic and interesting but 
they aren’t particularly unusual. What we 
wanted to do is present a portrait of British 
family life in the 21st century that contains 
universal themes everyone can relate to.” 

The series charts everything from argu¬ 



ments over bedtimes and curfews, to wedding 
plans and work issues, following the family as 
they cope with everything life throws at them. 

Simon Dickson, Channel 4’s deputy head of 
documentaries, said: “The family is the institu¬ 
tion that tells us more about the way we live 
today than any other. This minutely observed 
series offers an insight into how a large British 
family responds to the different challenges 
and pressures that throws at them.” 

The series starts at 9pm on Wednesday, 
September 17.

Hear cry of the baby wolves 


FOUR Iberian wolf pups have finally shown 
their faces at Howletts this week. 

Shy by nature, the pups have been protect¬ 
ed by their family whilst adapting to their 
new surroundings, but are now roaming 
more freely in their enclosure. 

Bom just a few months ago, the one male 
and three female pups bring the Howlett’s 
Iberian Wolf pack to nine animals. 

Head of carnivores, Jim Vassie, said: 
“Howletts has only very recently started 
keeping Iberian wolves and since the arrival 


of a pair from a Spanish zoo in 2006 we have 
had two successful litters with a 100 per cent 
survival rate.” 

The Iberian wolf is classified as lower risk 
(IUCN) but there are only 2,000 wolves pres¬ 
ent in the Iberian Peninsula, 300 of which 
roam Portugal. 

In addition to persecution from humans 
there is a continuing degradation of their 
natural habitat, a reduction in the popula¬ 
tion of prey species, and problems associated 
with feral dogs that compete for food.

Calm call centre girl 
given commendation 

A 999 operator has been honoured for her 
role in calming a gunman and his family fol¬ 
lowing a fatal shooting in Chilham last year. 

At lam on Sunday, November 18, 2007, 
Police Staff Employee Kayleigh Archer took a 
call from a villager in Canterbury Road who 
told her he had shot an intmder at his home. 

The dead man, Matt James Clements, 41, 
from the Ashford area, suffered a gunshot 
wound to the chest and was later found by 
police on scaffolding outside the house. 

Kenneth Bachelor, 50, who has pleaded not 
guilty to murder, will stand trial at 
Canterbury Crown Court on March 2, 2009. 

Colleagues serving with PSE Archer said 
she remained calm and composed whilst the 
man appeared to be hysterical and suicidal. 

At one stage, PSE Archer was passed 
between the caller, his girlfriend and the girl¬ 
friend’s daughter. 

With each of these people in turn, she used 
her first name and quickly built a rapport, 
taking particular care with the 13-year-old 
girl to calm her in the face of what was clear¬ 
ly a frightening experience. 

For her role PSE Archer received The Chief 
Constable’s Commendation last week at a 
ceremony in Maidstone. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller said: “I 
never fail to be inspired by the selflessness 
shown by the winners of these awards and it 
gives me enormous pride to thank those 
receiving them.”

Two surgeries with Cllr John Wright, portfo¬ 
lio holder for regeneration, will allow business¬ 
es to ask any questions they have about the 
proposed developments. 

The council is in the middle of developing a 
draft masterplan for the town centre which 
will be up for public consultation in the 
autumn. 

A council planning officer will also be on 
hand to offer advice and assistance. 

Cllr Wright said: “Regeneration is the coun¬ 
cil’s number one aim and this discussion with 
the local business community is an important 
part of the regeneration process. 

‘We want to work with partners and local 
communities to progress the regeneration of 
Sittingboume town centre and I look forward 
to hearing their views.”

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QUESTION & ANSWER 


QCan you tell us a little about yourself? 

A I am from sunny Wales but moved to 
London to join the Metropolitan Police. I 
run the neighbourhood team at Sittingboume 
with police constables and police community 
support officers. 


Q When did you first became interested in joining the 
police force? 

A I was about six. The entire male side of my 
family have been in the police force so I you 
could say it’s in my blood. I thought it was 
important to get an education first though, so 
I went on to further education and university. 


Q 


How does it differ from other jobs? 


A I like the varying change and the dynam¬ 
ic work life, as you never know what’s 
around the corner and neither do the crimi¬ 
nals. I absolutely love this job and work real¬ 
ly hard to prevent and detect crime. It’s about 
making a difference to people’s lives and 
catching criminals. 


Q 


What brought you to Kent? 


A I joined the Metropolitan police first and 
was assigned to south-east London. I have 
worked in Lewisham, Deptford, central 
London and I was a firearms officer. I have 
also worked on operations in Brixton and 
Peckham. I decided to transfer to Kent police 
in 2000 and I have never looked back. 


Q Tell us about your role heading the new Mid Kent neigh¬ 
bourhood task team? 

A I will run the task team for Mid Kent; I will 
have five constables to assist me in reduc¬ 
ing crime and anti-social behaviour. We will 
have two bases, one at Maidstone and one at 
Sittingboume. It will be a challenging but 
rewarding role and I intend to make it a 
dynamic one. With the right equipment and 
team, which I know I have, I believe we can 
make significant impacts on these issues. 


Q How did it all come about and what does your role 
involve? 

A Pilots for task teams were run in other parts 
of the county and results were positive. The 
team gives teeth to neighbourhood officers who 
can benefit from this extra resource. This will 
allow enforcement of the issues that matter to 
the public. It’s important members of the public 
come to their local PACT meeting as this is 
where it is decided which issues are to be 
focused upon by their neighbourhood officers. 


Q 


Who will be in the neighbourhood task team? 


A I will mn the team along with five consta¬ 
bles: PC Steven Hobbs (team leader), PC 
Roy Haffenden, PC Sean Quinn, PC Andy 
Lynn and PC Mark Foulger. 


Q 


What do you hope to achieve in this new role? 


A I hope to improve the confidence of the pub¬ 
lic in Kent police by delivering results. It is 


important to get things right the first time and 
have a named contact for the public. That is 
what local officers are for. If you are unsure 
who your local officers are, please visit the 
Kent police website and search via your post¬ 
code. Crime and anti-social behaviour is our 
business and I want to work with my col¬ 
leagues and partners to drive this forward. 
The public need to know we are dealing with 
their concerns. 

How has Mid Kent changed over the time you have been 
Qj|in Kent police and how does it compare to other areas? 

A Mid Kent, as with all other areas, has 
changed significantly over the last few 
years especially with the expanding role of 
neighbourhood policing. We are always learn¬ 
ing but the officers I have do their up most to 
deliver a high quality service. We don’t always 
get it right but we certainly learn from our 
mistakes and try to make changes for the bet¬ 
ter. Mid Kent is quite diverse but this just 
adds to the challenge. 


Q What can Kent police do to ensure incidents of knife and 
gun crime plaguing London do not spread into the county? 

A Visible police patrols are the key to improv¬ 
ing public confidence, and using the neces¬ 
sary stop and search powers where appropri¬ 
ate. We must also educate the younger people 
of society. Students want to learn and under¬ 
stand the police and their powers. Kent police 
is fortunate in that it suffers from very few 
incidents of knife crime, and myself and the 
new neighbourhood task team will work hard 
to ensure that this continues to be the case.

Rocket man aims 
to cross Channel

ROCKET man Yves Rossy will 
attempt to make history this 
month when he launches himself 
across the Channel. 

The Swiss national is aiming to be the first 
person to complete a jet-propelled flight from 
Calais to Dover on Wednesday, September 24. 

Rossy, who celebrated his 49th birthday last 
Wednesday, completed a test flight at the end 
of last month with an eight-foot carbon-fibre 
wing powered by four engines. 

He flew for more than 22 miles - the equiv¬ 
alent of a cross-Channel trip. 

Afterwards Rossy said: “Everything went 
well. It was awesome. 

“It’s my longest flight with this wing. If there 
are no technical problems it will be OK for the 
English Channel. 

“I did the distance. Everything is going 
swimmingly.” 

Ross/s stunt will mark 99 years since Louis 
Bleriot became the first man to cross the 
Channel in an aircraft. 

It will be broadcast five in 165 countries by 
the National Geographic Channel and will 
also be on website www.natgeotv.com. 

Rossy, who is nicknamed FusionMan, said: 
“My flight will be a tribute to all those who 
came before me, many of whom were killed.” 

The test flight on August 20 saw the former 
commercial and fighter pilot leap from a small 
plane 7,500ft above the town of Bex, in 
Switzerland. 

Despite having to postpone the jump several 
times because of “electronic interference prob¬ 
lems”, Rossy reached speeds of 180mph as he 
flew to Villeneuve and back wearing a heat- 
resistant suit similar to those worn by racing 


drivers. He was able to alter direction in the 
sky by shifting his weight or simply turning 
his head and shoulders. 

When he had reached his destination of Bex 
airfield, he released two parachutes at 5,000ft 
and 4,000ft to land safely and with two litres 
of fuel remaining. 

Bossy’s planned Channel crossing came as 
news to Dover Coastguard, although a 
spokesman said it was not a legal requirement 
for the rocketeer to contact them. 

She added: “It’s something we would like to 
be told about, but we are in the dark at the 


moment. For instance we would like to know if 
he will be in communication with somebody 
during the flight. 

“It’s not the sort of thing you can just go 
ahead and do. He will have to obey the rules of 
the Dover Straits, of which there are many.” 

Rossy staged his first public flight in May, 
when he wowed crowds with an acrobatic dis¬ 
play above the Alps. He later admitted a 360- 
degree flip was to “impress the girls”.

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Innovation to beat superbugs

ENTREPRENEURS and busi¬ 
nesses in Kent with products or 
technologies that could help pre¬ 
vent the spread of superbugs have 
been invited to take part in a new 
programme by the NHS. 

NHS Innovations South East, which helps 
health service inventors promote their 
ideas, said it believed industry could play 
an active role in helping combat the killer 
infections. 

It said automotive, IT, food and drink, engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing firms across the 
region could help the NHS beat the bugs. 

The Office for National Statistics announced 
on Thursday that the number of death certifi¬ 
cates in England and Wales mentioning 
Clostridium difficile (C diff) increased 28 per 
cent in 2007. 

Deaths from the superbug have risen year 
on year since 1999, the authority found. 

KOS Media has been running a hand 
hygiene campaign highlighting that simply 


washing your hands can help 
stop the spread of superbugs. 

We have been working with the 
NHS to raise awareness about 
how infections spread and good 
control and prevention methods. 

Reducing healthcare-associat¬ 
ed infections (HCAIs) like C diff 
and MRSA is one of the top pri¬ 
orities for the NHS and the 
Department of Health believes 
new technologies and equip¬ 
ment, as well as good hygiene 
practices, can help it achieve its 
targets more quickly. 

Jo James, chief executive of 
the Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “My initial view is that 
MRSA and C diff are problems that they 
[the NHS] have not managed to find a solu¬ 
tion to yet and they are growing problems. 

“Why not look to industry where there is a 
wealth of experience and call on the experi¬ 
ence that is out there? It is not just a hospital 
problem; it is a problem that affects us all. 

“There are so many industries...where 
they have got lots of things already there 
and a huge amount of experts dealing with 


the problem [of infection control 
and prevention]. 

“I think it is a great initiative to 
look outside and look for help 
and pull the resources to combat 
superbugs.” 

The chamber is an independent 
body that was set up to support 
business growth and enterprise 
in Kent. 

NHS Innovation South East is one 
of nine hubs across the country The 
Smart Solutions scheme is being 
run nationally by NHS Innovations 
North West. 

Brian Griffiths, the project direc¬ 
tor, said: “Our aim is to find the 
most effective solutions to control HCAIs and 
we are keeping an open mind as to where 
these could come from. 

“Whether it is a product from a medical 
company, something developed for a com¬ 
pletely different purpose or even an idea from 
an inventor in the spare room, we will assess 
its potential.” 

Dr Sara Mumford, director of infection 
prevention and control at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, said: “This

New bus posters part of drink-drive crackdown 


HARD-hitting posters are being carried 
on buses across the county highlighting 
the dangers of drink driving. 

Kent Highway Services’ ‘drinking and 
driving wrecks lives’ campaign has gone out 
across 72 Stagecoach buses, covering 
Maidstone, Ashford, Dover, Thanet, 
Canterbury, Folkestone, Dartford, 
Gravesend and Tunbridge Wells. 

KHS’ road safety chief Anne-Marie 
Penny said the posters were being run 
to remind drivers that drink driving is 
dangerous all year round, not just at 
Christmas. 

She said: “Drink-driving wrecks lives 
all year-round and drivers need to 
realise that it’s just as dangerous in the 
summer as it is at Christmas. 


“You don't have to be drunk to be dan¬ 
gerous - even one drink can affect your 
judgement and reactions. 

“By using these bus posters, we can 
reach more drivers than a static poster 
could and it’s vital that we get our mes¬ 
sage out there to try and prevent need¬ 
less tragedies caused by drink driving.” 

Kent police figures reveal a total of 
250 motorists are arrested every month 
on the county’s road for drink driving 
offences. 

Drivers caught under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs will be given a manda¬ 
tory ban, a fine of up to £5,000 or 
a possible prison sentence. 

The poster campaign will run across 
Kent until September 29.

History of slavery

THE slave trade is to become a compul¬ 
sory part of secondary school history 
classes from September. 

Britain’s involvement in 
slavery will join other 
mandatory topics such 
as the two world wars 
and the Holocaust. 

Pupils will learn how 
the trade affected the 
industrial revolution, the 
development of trade, and colonialism, 
and how slavery was abolished. 

The long-term impact of slavery, 
including the civil rights movement, will 
also be studied, with ministers hoping 
this will improve children’s understand¬ 
ing of the make-up of modem Britain. 

Children’s Minister Kevin Brennan 
said: “Although we may sometimes be 
ashamed to admit it, the slave trade is 
an integral part of British history. 

“It is inextricably linked to trade, 
colonisation, industrialisation and the 
British empire. 

“It is important that children learn 
about this and the links to wider world 
history, such as the American civil rights 
movement, the repercussions of which 
are still being felt today. 

“That is why the slave trade will join 
the British empire, two world wars and 
the Holocaust as compulsory parts of the 
secondary school history curriculum 
from this month.” 

The curriculum has been developed 
with the assistance of the 
Understanding Slavery Initiative, which 
encourages teachers, educators and 
young people to examine the history and 
legacy of the transatlantic slave trade 
through museum artefacts.

Heads return papers in 
SATS marking fiasco

THOUSANDS of SATS exam 
papers are to be marked again in 
the wake of complaints from head¬ 
teachers highlighting inconsistent 
scoring and clerical errors. 

Many papers are being reassessed at the 
request of schools as many heads take issue 
with the quality of this year’s marking, which 
was handled by ETS Europe. 

Lisa Evans, head of Graveney Primary 
School, said her school’s reports were late out 
this year as they were forced to wait for key 
stage two papers to be returned. 

She said: “I have sent four papers back, one 
with clerical errors on a maths paper and the 
others for inconsistent marking. 

“I am absolutely appalled with the whole sys¬ 
tem considering the importance placed on 
these exams by the Government. The pressure 
my pupils have to go through to sit these 
exams then to find that many of the papers 
have been inaccurately marked makes a mock¬ 
ery of the system. 

“I would like to see these exams scrapped, as 
has already happened in Wales and Scotland, 
and replaced by a more reliable assessment 
system undertaken by professionals. 

Brenda Windsor, of Hemhill Primary, said 
the school only received its results very late in 
the year and it had been “very stressful”. 

She said: “We received our scripts and results 
on July 15, obviously putting pressure on staff 
to go through the papers to check for accuracy 
and consistency at an incredibly busy time of 
year. 

“We delayed sending out the school reports in 
the hope the results might turn up and be sent 
out with them as usual, but had to eventually 


include a note to let parents know they would 
be sent out as soon as we had them. 

“Despite having limited time, we have been 
through all the papers and found some inaccu¬ 
racies, but only one which we believe has 
changed the levels. That script has been 
returned for remarking.” 

The five-year contract to administer the 
SATS tests, awarded to American-backed com¬ 
pany ETS Europe, has been scrapped as a 
result of widespread condemnation. 

The reassessments will be handled by The 
National Assessment Agency, with help from 
the company previously contracted to conduct 


the tests, Edexcel. David Gee, managing direc¬ 
tor of NAA, said: “Following the delays and 
data entry problems experienced earlier this 
year, it is crucial that the reviews process is 
robust, effective and retains the confidence of 
schools in the outcomes of the tests. 

“If schools have evidence that the marking 
scheme has been misapplied, they should 
apply for a review and the NAA will ensure the 
application is properly evaluated and, where 
necessary, scripts remarked.” 

Schools have until September 10 - ten days 
after they return from summer holidays - to 
appeal against the marking of SATS papers.

Why we should always take 
pride in British sports success 


BRITISH sport is rubbish, isn’t 
it? You disagree? As it happens, so 
do I. 

But had I asked the question before the 
Olympics, of someone whose sporting knowl¬ 
edge is gleaned from a national newspaper 
and that would’ve been their likely response to 
“What do you think of British Sport?” 

The thing is, the cyclists, rowers, sailors, in 
fact, most of our medalists at the Beijing 
Games didn’t just suddenly appear and get 
lucky. They were already established in the top 
echelons of their sports along with swimmers, 
archers, squash players and many more. 

One of our biggest participation sports - 
Karate - is where, at the recent WIKF World 
Championships, England topped the medal 
table with 12 golds, just under a third of those 
available from 38 events. A further 16 medals 
were split equally across silver and bronze. 

You didn't know? Can’t blame you, it isn’t 
even on the BBC Sport website. Reflect on 
those figures - the USA won only eight medals 
in total, just one of them gold. 


I haven’t bought a national newspaper for 
years, not since one of them ran a headline on 
their back page - R.I.P. English Sport. Why? 
Because we’d lost a football qualifier, a cricket 
test match and a boxing World Title fight. The 
editor conveniently forgot we’d won the Five 
Nations rugby and had two other title fight 
winners.

Oh no, our dear FA have stipulated that they 
should remain in their own age group and 
stagnate, get bored and then probably give up 
altogether. Way to go. Apt name, FA. Pretty 
much covers what our national team are like¬ 
ly to win. Perhaps Sir Clive Woodward can 
take over from Brian Barwick, assuming the 
British Olympic Association will release him. 

Still, don’t despair BritSport fans, next time 
we don’t make it to the footie finals, there’s 
sure to be a pentahlete, triathlete or horse 
rider winning somewhere else. And with envi¬ 
ronmental and petrol issues continuing, the 
national sport will be cycling by 2012!

Tell us something that people don't tend to know 
about you 

I sang in Ospringe church choir for five years when I 
was a teenager and one of my middle names is Girling. 
An ancestor had something to do with the inventor of 
Girling brakes before moving to the United States.

I, like many people, enjoyed the 
Olympic Games as it was 
interesting to watch many 
different sports.

It was also disappointing that 
the BBC did not give some 
coverage to other sports which 
are not so popular in the UK, 
such as freestyle wrestling and 
Greco-Roman wrestling, the 
latter being in the ancient 
Olympics. 

The best thing was seeing so 
many medals for Great Britain. 

This was due to millions of 
pounds being injected into elite 
sports, most which came from 
the National Lottery. 

John Major, the former 
Conservative Prime Minister, has 
been congratulated by everyone 
for starting the lottery and on 
the radio he said that sport has a 
harmonising effect on the 
country. 

He also said lottery money was 
as important to grassroots sports 
as it was elite sports. 

But the most poignant quote 
was when he said: “Sport 
encourages youngsters to join a 
club, not a gang.” 

I hope that will become a 
slogan for years to come.

When only the best is good enough

IN Ocracoke harbour, the pelicans 
perch on wooden mooring posts in 
the setting sun, as though to wel¬ 
come the fishing boats back after a 
long day out at sea. 

And they couldn’t have found a better - or 
more secluded - place to rest. 

Ocracoke, one of the narrow sandbar islands 
that runs down the coast of North Carolina, 
was for years one of America’s best-kept 
secrets. In 2007, however, it was thrown into 
the global spotlight when its virgin beach beat 
more than 650 sandy havens to be named the 
best in the United States. 

It was the first time a beach outside of the 
more popular sunspots Hawaii and Florida 
had been chosen, and sitting on the warm 
white sand I could easily see why. 

Ocracoke island boasts 15 miles of uninter¬ 
rupted, undeveloped, pristine beach, with gen¬ 
tly sloping sand-dunes and spectacular views 
stretching out over the Atlantic. There are 
none of the oversized chain hotels, beach bars, 
or banana boats of built-up resorts. Ocracoke 
defines understatement and simplicity. 

US beach expert Stephen Leatherman 
(fondly known as Dr Beach) selected Ocracoke 
Lifeguarded Beach on the basis of 50 criteria, 
ranging from sand quality and colour, to wave 
size and even traffic. 

There certainly aren’t many cars in 
Ocracoke, mainly because the island has only

700 residents and because its location, 26 
miles from the mainland, means many visitors 
fly into this unspoilt paradise instead of strug¬ 
gling with the three-hour car ferry. But the 
journey is well worth it for those seeking a real 
American treasure. 

Besides its beach, the island, and the sur¬ 
rounding Outer Banks boast some of the most 
extraordinary history, set in a carefully pre¬ 
served landscape. 

One exciting way to explore is by kayak. 
Ride The Wind surf shop, in the centre of 
Ocracoke’s snug historic town, offers guided 
eco tours. The kayak tour, led by friendly 
Ocracoker Bob Chestnut, took us away from 
the ocean and up some of the island’s natural 


inlets too, where we found oysters, hermit 
crabs, turtles and even a sea snake darting 
among the reedbeds. 

To give ourselves some geographical per¬ 
spective, we headed to the historic town of 
Beaufort on the mainland, which lies at the 
heart of North Carolina’s Crystal Coast. 

From Beaufort, it’s easy to take day trips to 
other sandbar islands, which make up the 
Outer Banks, and one of the most spectacular 
is Cape Lookout. Its lighthouse, with its large 
black and white diamond pattern, is an icon. 

And as the sun glinted off the Atlantic at the 
end of another beautiful day on the Outer 
Banks, it was easy to see why North Carolina 
is so justifiably proud of its unique coastline.

Swap the headache of 
selling for a new home 

PART exchange can be a useful way to 
move and escape the hassle of selling. 

Houses are selling but buyers must be 
sensible with the price. But new 
builders, who are under huge pressure to 
sell, have some spectacular deals on offer 
for existing owners. 

Redrow is one of several builders who 
will buy a customer’s current house (sub¬ 
ject to criteria) and effectively ‘swap’ it 
for a new home; meaning a guaranteed, 
quick and easy sale, minus the worry of 
being stuck in a housing chain that’s 
going nowhere or might even collapse. 

Beryl Williams, of Redrow Homes, 
says: “According to the Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS), the num¬ 
ber of housing transactions hit an all- 
time low in June, but why worry about 
selling your existing home when Redrow 
can do it for you? 

“Some people are reluctant to put their 
existing property on the market in the 
first place because they think they won’t 
find a buyer.” 

Part exchange also removes the threat 
of being ‘gazundered’ - a trend that has¬ 
n’t really surfaced since the 90s but is 
now increasing - where a buyer substan¬ 
tially lowers their offer just days before 
the exchange and the seller must either 
accept the lower figure, or reject it and 
start the entire process all over again. 

Students are a good 
bet for making profit 

KENT’S university centres are a better 
investment bet for buy-to-let landlords, 
according to a new poll. 

As the property market has slowed, 
rental properties have become even 
more important, with student accommo¬ 
dation remaining a strong performer. 

Rental yields from student accommo¬ 
dation in university towns and cities 
should continue to outstrip those 
achieved from buy-to-let properties 
without, according to industry research 
by headlineproperty.co.uk website. 

They carried out the survey after esti¬ 
mates emerged which suggested that 
landlords offering student accommoda¬ 
tion in university towns often benefit 
from annual rental yields which are one 
or two percentage points (sometimes 
more) higher. 

The main reason for this is the fact 
that, as the numbers of those making 
the move into higher education contin¬ 
ues to rise, so demand for student accom¬ 
modation itself could only go one way in 
the years ahead. 


Moving may not be 
your best option 

MAKING the most of your existing 
home is an increasingly popular 
option as the housing market slows 
to a crawl. 

Extending or remodelling your home can 
give you the extra space and will increase its 
value when the market picks up again. 

But before you start, the organisers of The 
London Homebuilding & Renovating Show, at 
ExCeL London from September 19 to 21, have 
come up with some great pointers that may 
save you time ... and money. 

Permitted development 

If your home has never been extended you 
could add 15 per cent to the volume of the 
house without needing permission. Visit 
www.planningportal.gov.uk and take advan¬ 
tage of their online volume calculator. 

Know the building regulations 

Even if you don’t need planning permission, 
you may need building regulations approval. 
If you are converting your loft, moving a bath 
or toilet, installing a green heating system, a 
flue or altering window openings, you will 
need to apply for approval. 

Think through your loft conversion 

To comply with building regulations to get an 
extra bedroom, the floor may need strength¬ 
ening and the roof will need at least 150mm 
of insulation, which will lower the ceiling. 
Don’t forget that accessing a habitable loft 
conversion requires a permanent staircase 
and this will need landing space. 

Beware of removing trees 

It is a criminal offence to cut down a tree 
which is protected by a Tree Preservation 
Order (TPO). Even if an extension doesn’t 
require planning permission, you cannot alter 
or even prune a tree that has a TPO on it 
without permission. 

The right to light 

When you apply for planning permission 
remember your neighbours might object if 
you cut sunlight to their home. This is more 
relevant to town centre homes. 

Conservation areas have different rules 

If your home is in a conservation area, or is a 
listed building, things are not so simple. Take 
the time to speak with your local council’s 
planning department before you start any¬ 
thing. It’s a criminal offence to alter a listed 
building. 


Know the Party Wall Act 

Any work you intend to carry out that is 
within three metres of your boundary wall 
will mean legally you must contact your 
neighbour. If you are digging a foundation, 
then anything under six metres from the wall 
means they must be consulted. 

Do your homework 

Do your research before you start to avoid 
any horrible surprises. Contact your local 


planning office or visit the government web¬ 
site www.planningportal.gov.uk/buildingwork.

IT’S not clear what Audi’s reaction is to 
the new A3 Convertible (from £22,300) 
being voted top convertible and Car of 
The Year by women's car-buying website 
evecars.com. 

Of course the classy little soft top is a 
favourite with the ladies - especially in 
white - but did Audi really want the boys 
alienated quite so much? 

After all, some versions of the car can do 
the 0-62mph dash in 7.4 seconds - more 
than enough to appeal to the well-heeled 
boy racer. 


SUBARU would probably like to 
be seen as the BMW or Audi of the 
Japanese motor industry, but there 
is also something of Citroen in the 
way it adheres to ‘pet’ features. 

There is its penchant for frameless door glass 
although it is not famous for convertibles - the 
usual raison d’etre for such detail. 

The brand is also known for all-wheel drive, 
but Subaru’s most famous selling point must 
be its passion - like that of Porsche - for 
horizontally-opposed or ‘boxer’ petrol engines 
that deliver the lightness, low centre of 
gravity and flexibility that powered the 
brand to rally fame. 

However, these excellent yet thirsty power- 
plants have become an Achilles Heel with the 
rise of diesels and fuel prices, along with the 
threat from global warming. 

Subaru might have responded by buying a 
diesel off the shelf, although this would have 
caused horrendous re-engineering for current 
models. 

Instead, the brand created something never 
seen before in the car market - a boxer diesel.

And what a lovely piece of work it is. 

In the rugged and high-riding Outback 
estate (from £23,665) tested here, it argues 
strongly against buying an SUV when you can 
have much of the rough ground performance 
and traction of such cars with all the comfort 
and convenience of a conventional estate. 

But the biggest benefit of all is the lower 
vibration and greater smoothness that the 
boxer layout brings to a diesel; it is an excep¬ 
tionally smooth 148bhp two-litre unit consider¬ 
ing the amount of punch low down the rev 
range and not only outperforms the 2.5-litre 
petrol alternative but should also average 
25-30 per cent better fuel consumption - 
although this is available only as an auto 
and the new diesel has yet to gain more than a 
five-speed manual T>ox. 

As expected, the Outback’s 4x4 layout offers 
incredible tenacity though a relatively softly- 
sprung suspension, which delivers such com¬ 
fort on and off-road, combined with the higher 
ride height, allows some heeling on the bends. 

The interior is tough and well-organised 
without the flashiness or flair of rivals and 
there is an endearing ‘retro-ness’.

Unfair VAT bills add 
extra costs to claim 

CLAIMING back unfair VAT bills could 
become even more of a burden. 

Under a proposed rule change, business¬ 
es are no longer entitled to claim costs at a 
tribunal, even if successful, according to 
leading accountancy firm Horwath Clark 
Whitehill. 

Robert Wame, a partner at the firm, 
which has offices in Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells, said the change proposed 
by the Ministry of Justice will have a par¬ 
ticularly severe impact on small and medi¬ 
um sized enterprises, which will be unwill¬ 
ing to invest time and money in the tribu¬ 
nal process if they cannot guarantee they 
will recoup the expense. 

They often receive inaccurate assess¬ 
ments for relatively small amounts and in 
the past have appealed on the basis they 
would recover costs if successful.

feeling crunched? A plan

BUSINESS plans are the most 
vital blueprints for survival a firm 
can have - but one in every four 
companies in Kent doesn’t have 
one, according to recent research. 

Almost three-quarters of county firms - 72 
per cent - believe a downturn in the UK econ¬ 
omy would have a negative impact on their 
business, as one would expect, but 33 per cent 
of those don’t have a business plan to help 
them ride out an economic storm. 

That’s the latest news from Business Link, 
which provides the information, advice and 
support businesses need to start, maintain 
and grow. 

It also found that more than two thirds of 
small and medium sized businesses (SMEs) 
interviewed for its quarterly South East 
Business Monitor expect economic conditions 
in the UK to get worse over the next year. 

With the housing market taking a hammer¬

Business Link’s Bob Jones said: “Although 
not all businesses in Kent will be affected 
equally by the economic downturn, most are 
worried to some extent, so now is the time for 
them to take action. 

‘We work with more than 25,000 businesses 
and aspiring entrepreneurs across the county 
and our experience shows that growing com¬ 
panies are much more likely to take time out 
to plan for all eventualities. Those who plan 
should be better equipped to weather a storm. 


“There are steps that can be taken to make 
battling a downturn in the economy that bit 
easier. Having a sound business plan in place 
is an excellent start and can allow companies 
to plan for various scenarios. 

“You may need to think about improving 
cashflow, diversifying, exploring new markets, 
becoming more efficient, or focusing on your 
business’s unique selling point (USP) such as 
the quality of your customer service. 

“Even if you have a business plan, it is vital 
to review it. We have experienced advisers 
who can go through plans step-by-step - it’s a 
free service, you really have nothing to lose.”
